The Alamogordo area offers over 650 picnic units in the 
mountains at White Sands or at the Indian Petroglyphs and

White Sands National Monument, the World’s largest 
deposit of gypsum covers an area of over 224 sq. miles. 
North, less than 45 minutes away and on paved roads are 
over 500 petroglyphs; Mescalero, Geronimo’s home; Bur- 
gett’s Nursery, whose 5 acres of greenhouses are open 
daily; La Luz, founded in 1705; Cloudcroft and Ruidoso, 
famous winter and summer resorts in the majestic Lincoln 
National Forest where horse racing, golf, skiing, fishing 
and outdoor sports abound.

Taos — established in 1615 — spectacular ancient town in 
the ‘High Country’.

Extensive camping, fishing, hiking and hunting in the tall 
pine forests of Carson National Forest.
